TOWARD MAKALE 


New Road From Eritrea 
Permits Moving of Food 
Supplies — Little Resist- 
ance Expected. 


CHIEF OF STAFF 
GOING TO ADUWA 


Town Booming Under 
F ascist Domination— 
Many Residents Still 
Loyal to Haile Selassie. |

ADUWA, Ethiopia, 4:30 p. m., 
Oct. 14 (delayed).—Rapid construc- 
tion of a road to the present front 
lines has permitted the Italian 
northern armies to start an ad- 
vance toward the more important 
objective of Makale. 
' Gen. Emilio de Bono, Commander- 
in-Chief of the -Fascist forces in 
East Africa, left for field head- 
quarters after receiving complete 
submission of the civil and relig- 


ious authorities of Aksum, ancient 
capital and sacred city of Ethiopia. 

Officers expected Marshal Piet- 
ro Badoglio, Chief of the General 
Staff, to come here shortly for a 
week, with the field headquarters 
to be moved closer to the front 
lines. The Marshal will go to Ital- 
ian Somaliland to survey the situa- 
tion. 

The new road over the moun- 
tains from Italy’s colony of Eritrea 
to Aduwa, one of the. first objec- 
tives achieved in the campaign of 
occupation, has just been com- 
pleted. 

It permits trucks to get through 
to the present front with food sup- 
plies. Col. Ernesto Riccardi, head 
of the Engineers’ Corps which 
carried the road to completion, is 
being called the “Hannibal of 
Eritrea.” 

Makale Governor Joins Italians. 

No special resistance is expected 
in the drive on Makale, 60 miles 
southeast of Aduwa and a strate- 
gic carav center on the route 
into the Interior, because Degiac 
Haile Selassie Gugsa, Governor of 
Makale, has come over to the Ital- 
ian side. 

Count Galeazzo Ciano, son-in-law 
of Premier Mussolini, made a 
scouting flight up to and’50 miles 
beyond Makale, and saw only scat- 
_ tered, snfall groups of Ethiopians 
who quickly fled to cover. 

Many Ethiopians who surrend- 
ered to Italy in this region, how- 
ever, were still entirely Negus man 
(supporters af Emperor Haile Se- 
lassie) and felt that Italian occu- 
pation was an example of “law by 
force.” 

Interview With Ethiopian. ° 

This morning, the correspondent 
met one of the chief men of this 
town and the conversation with 
him gave evidence of the attitude 
of a part of the population of 
Aduwa. 

“How do the people feel about 
the Italian occupation?” he was 
asked. 

“They can't do anything but ac- 
“cept it,” he replied. “It is law by 
force.” 

“Why didn’t Ras Sevoum (Ethio- 
pian commander in the north and 
Governor of Aduwa and the prov- 
ince of Tigre) put up a bigger 
fight?” 

“Because he realized it was use- 
less. The Italians had overwhelm- 
ing numbers and materials.” /( 

The chieftain thereupon pointed 
to the mountains beyond Aduwa 
and said with pride: “But he’s 
there with a huge army now. He 
is very strong.” 

“How tar do your people think 
the Italian army will advance?” 
“They may not even reach Ma- 
kale.” 

“Are you looking for a big battle 
sometime soon?” “Yes. A large 
part of the population is still in 
the hill villages. This street which 
Was once a river of people is now 
deserted.” 

2000 Natives Work on Road. 

Italian civil administrators of 
Aduwa, however, insisted that vir- 
tually all the native population had 
returned here. Near Aduwa, 2000 
men were working on the new road. 

The first heavy artillery batteries 
moved over the mountains toward 
Aduwa—heavy pieces which could 
have destroyed this city, had they 
been brought into line. Their use 
was not necessary, however, in the 
easy taking of this early objective. 

Aduwa is booming under Italian 
domination. Prices are soaring toa

Spoffani’s mark is 3063. miles, 
made in a flight last July from 
Malfalcone, Italy, to Bervera, Brit- 
ish Somaliland.

McGinnis said he sought “to es- 
tablish a new long distance record 
for seaplanes, which I think we 
have done, and to base the ship 
at San Diego.” | 

To be considered as a record, the 
mark must better Spoffani’s record 
by 100 miles. 

McGinnnis planned to take the 
ship, wihch flew 130 miles an hour 
at times, to San Diego today. 

“We came through all kinds of 
flying weather and the plane per- 
formed perfectly,” McGinnis said. 

The seaplane is an experimental 
craft which utilizes new principles 
in design. It has pontoons which 
form wing tips while in flight and 
are dropped into landing position 
before it alights. This reduces wind 
resistance. The whale-like tail 
avoids damage in rough water 
landing. The body is below’ the 
wing and a navigator can sit in an 
open cockpit for observation. In 
flight, the plane resembles a huge 
glider.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Public | 
Works Administration officials de- | 
nied yesterday reports that PWA 
investigators were conducting an | 
investigation into the riverfront |

PWA has consistently refused, of- 
ficials explained, to supervise bond 
issue elections involving PWA 
projects.

Statement of a Relief Recipient. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T was with a great deal of restraint 
i that I refrained from expressing my 
innermost feelings after reading the let- 
ter signed “One Who Knows.” I was 
thoroughly surprised and shocked to 
think that a person could be so utterly 
misinforme@ of the true situation of the 
relief recipient. Had this person been 
entirely dependent on relief, as I am, he 
or she would know that the majority of 
clients (90 per cent) on relief are abso- 
lutely destitute. As for the few chisel- 
ers, they will be found out eventually by 
the case investigator and dealt with ac- 
cordingly. 

The-following is an authentic picture 
of the relief recipient, not only in my 
case but in hundreds of others, as I can 
prove if confronted: The amount of 
money allowed to a family of five for 
food is about $8 per week (varying 
slizhtly with the ages of the individu- 
als). Out of this must come expenses for 
soap, tooth paste, brushes, shaving uten- 
sils, lunches for children, etc. One can 
readily see that most nourishing foods 
cannot be purchased, the net result be- 
ing undernourishment, as is true of all 
members of our family. 

As for Government meat being thrown 
{into the garbage, and cans of soup being 
dumped, it might interest “One Who 
Knows” to learn that some of this food 
is not fit for consumption and, as can be 
proved, people have been made ill from 
eating some of this Government food. 
Now, as to paying $25 for a coat, one 
doesn’t know how ridiculous this sounds 
to relief clients, since the relief agency 
does not allow. such extravagances. They 
@re not even paying gas and. electric 
b:"'s, much less providing clothes. 

The person not on relief can never 
know the mental torture and physical 
‘{il-being of the relief recipient, and let- 
‘ters such as that written by “One Who 
Knows” onlv tend to aggravate our mis- 
erable and demoralizing existence.

WHAT KIND OF AMENDMENT? 


The current (autumn) issue of the Yale Review car- 
ries the most realistic discussion we have seen of the 
problem posed by the demand—encouraged by the 
President’s famous “horse-and-buggy” statement to 
newspaper correspondents after the Supreme Court’s 
NRA decision—for an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion to validate egsential parts of the New Deal 
program. The articie is by Howard Lee McBain, pro- 
fessor of constitutional law at Columbia University, 
New York, and one of the country’s leading authori- 
ties in his field. 

By no stretch of the imagination could Prof. Mc- 
Bain be described as a blind worshiper of the Con- 
stitution. To the contrary, he takes pains to point 
out the “economic megs” in which the country found 
itself at the beginning of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion and to say that in this fact, and the demand of 
the people for action, there was much to justify the 
experimental measures, of dubious constitutionality, 
that were undertaken. “Man,” he says, “is not made 
for a constitution, however past-worthy ana vener- 
able it may be.” When the New Dealers came into 
power, “there was no time to invoke the tedious legal 
process of changing its (the Constitution’s) letter, 
even if the New Dealers were prepared to propose ap- 
propriate changes, which they probably were not. They 
elected, therefore, to twist, relying upon hoped-for, 
if not confidently expected, succor from the Supreme 
Court. It was the only course open to them if they 
were t6 experiment upon any adequate scale.” 

That is water over the dam. Prof. McBain’s article 
is concerned with the realities that confront any 
effort so to enlarge the Federal power by amendment 
as to “constitutionalize” the New Deal. There are 
those, he says, who will “admit the experimental fit- 
ness of some or all of the New Deal legislation, but 
who will, nevertheless, be hesitant to support an 
amendment” to bring it within constitutional bounds. 
This for a reason to which other students, as well, 
have called attention—the extreme difficulty, if not 
the impossibility, of framing an amendment that 
would accomplish the desired ends, the validation of 
certain specific enactments of the New Deal, without 
accomplishing too much, without changing, that is 
to say, the fundamental character of our present 
federal system of government. Prof. McBain writes: 


The fact is that it would be extraordinarily 
difficult to phrase an amendment adequate to the 
New Deal requirement thus far disclosed that 
will not confer upon Congress far larger powers 
than are at the moment in the offing for exer- 
cise. The problem is not like that of drafting 
an income-tax or prohibition amendment. Each 
of these dealt with a single and relatively sim- 
ple subject of power. Its purport and its implica- 
tions were fairly clear upon itg face. ... But 
here we encounter a far more comprehensive and 
far more complicated subject of power. Experi- 
mental and varied as the New Deal laws are, it 
would certainly not do, even if that were pos- 
sible, Which it is not, to draft an amendment or 
amendments that would authorize nothing more 
or less than these specific laws. 

Almost indispensably, any proposed amendment 
would have to be in the form of a generally 
phrased extension of the powers of Congress. 
Now, general phrases carry not only foreseen 
but also unforeseeable implications—often a 
whole congeries of implications. Witness, for ex- 
ample. the constitutional history of such phrases 
as the regulation of commerce, or due process of 
law. Even.so apparently innocuous and specific 
a grant of power as that “to establish postoffices 
and post roads” involves . . a whole range of 
problems in the realm of social, economic and 
political philosophy—from birth control through 
air-mail contracts to the spoils system. Truly, 
the power of words to hatch power is nowhere 
more clearly demonstrated than in words grant- 
ing constitutional power: and this despite the 
fact that such words are also sometimes inhibi-

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HERNDON, MOONEY AND THE SUPREME COURT. 

The United States Supreme Court refused Monday 
to pass on two of the most celebrated of present-day 
cases, those of Tom Mooney, life-term San Francisco 
convict, and Angelo Herndon, Negro Communist, con- 
victed at Atlanta, Ga., of inciting an insurrection. 
Short-sighted opinion may conclude that the Su- 
preme Court is “against” these men. Actually, of 
course, the court’s action means nothing of the sort 
in either instance. 

Action by the Supreme Court in the Mooney case 
would be improper now for the reason that a deci- 
sion is pending in the California courts on Mooney’s 
petition: for release under a writ of habeas corpus. 
This is the proceeding which Chief Justice Hughes fn 
effect recommended last December in his carefully 
written opinion explaining why the Supreme Court 
could not act until Mooney had exhausted his rights 
in the California courts. Obviously, that proceeding 
should be terminated and found wanting before the 
petitioner again appeals to the Supreme Court. 
Similarly, the refusal to pass on the Herndon case 
logically follows earlier action by the court. The 
Herndon case, like that of Mooney, was before the 
court during the last term. At that time, the court 
held that the constitutional question of invasion of 
civil rights had not been properly raised in the 
Georgia State courts and that the Supreme Court 
consequently was without jurisdiction to decide the 
case on its merits. With the situation unchanged in 
the Georgia courts, the Supreme Court could only 
stand by its previous rejection of the case in its 
present form. 

Persons who find fault with these rulings by the 
Supreme Court and try to read political prejudices 


save for only one change in membership—the late 
Justice Holmes then held the seat now occupied by 
Justice Cardozo—upheld the display of the red flag 
in Oalifornia in the Yetta Stromberg case. They need 
to remember, moreover, that, in that decision, Chief 
Justice Hughes, speaking for the court, said that free 
political discussion was essential if government was 
to remain responsive to the will of the people, and 
“that changes may be obtained by lawful means, an 
opportunity essential to the security of the Republic, 
is a fundamental principle of our constitutional 
system.” 

Supporters of causes such as those of Tom Mooney 
and Angelo Herndon, whatever their political beliefs 
and whatever their color, have nothing to fear from a 
court which used those words. All they need to do is 
tg comply with the rules of procedure—to demon- 
strate that they have a case in court, as Yetta Strom- 
berg did. Then they will be heard.

HUNTING BY PHONOGRAPH. 

Some inventive spirit, spurred by the new Fed- 
eral rule against the use of live decoys in duck hunt- 
ing, has rigged up a phonograph record reproducing 
the calls of wild ducks, from the raucous quack of 
the bull mallard to the dulcet love notes of Lady 
Teal. Thousands of hunters are preparing to take 
their phonographs into the blinds and, with the aid 
of this ingenious record, lure the ducks within shoot- 
ing distance. 

And what does the Bureau of Biological Survey 
think about this? The bureau does not know what 
to think. A phonograph is not a live decoy and is, 
therefore, admissible into anyone’s blind. But does 
it violate the spirit if not the letter of the ruling, to 
play a record on which are reproduced the actual 


tionally construed and applied. 
Space limits will not permit a full resume of Prof. 
McBain’s closely knit argument. But one more point 


is too important to be omitted. He shows how naive- 
ly mistaken are those who believe that the admin- 
istration’s embarrassment could be ended by a simple 
‘amendment giving Congress the power to regulate all 
commerce and not merely interstate and foreign com- 
merce. “That mighty monitor of the Constitution, 
Due Process of Law,” would still stand. The author 
shows that for the Supreme Court to invalidate the 
NRA it was necessary only to say that the business 
in question (in the Schechter case) was not inter- 
state commerce and therefore not subject to con- 
gressional control. Pertinently, he asks whether the 
law would have been due process even if the Schech- 
ters’ business had been interstate. “For Congress, in 
exerting its power over interstate commerce, cannot 
ignore the due process prohibition. Unless the Su- 
preme Court is willing to overrule previous decisions, 
the only answer to this question is a rather emphatic 
No.” 

Prof. McBain shows, moxgeover, that the issue is 
not wholly an issue of state versus national rights, 
since there is “a midnight zone of powers” which 
neither the states nor the nation may constitution- 
ally exercise. The issue is so complicated that “it 
cannot be smiled across to the people, although it 
may be admitted that to present it for adequate un- 
derstanding will be well-nigh impossible.” 

The author wonders whether the administration 
has pondered the difficulties “ahead of its inchoate 
plan to repattern the Constitution to fit the New 
Deal.” He believes that if there is any faint possi- 
bility that a proposal to amend the Constitution will 
be an issue in the coming campaign, “the best brains 
that the administration can command should be al- 
ready hard at work.” 

The Post-Dispatch has already put the question im- 
plied in Prof. McBain’s article. It repeats: What 
specific amendment, if any, has the administration in 
‘mind? Debate upon the terms of any such proposal 
cannot begin too soon.

Whether the Canadian election points a prophetic 
finger towards the United States and °36 is a ques- 
tion to be left, perhaps, to the experts. -The man in 
the street, however, is likely to sense some signifi- 
cance in the fact that the party in power for four 
years has been turned out and the Liberals placed in 
charge. Prime Minister Richard Bedford Bennett, 
leader of the Conservatives, makes way for William 
Lyon Mackenzie King: 

Mr. King is a veteran of many political wars. He 
is now 61. He was 47 when first selected for the 
premiership, largely, it was said, by the Laurier in- 
fluence. Through the mutations of fortune he has 
managed always to command the confidence of his 
party organization. 

He has been a personage all along the years. In 
college he specialized in political science. A brief 
fling at newspaper work and he was back at his hob- 
by, having won a fellowship in political economy at 
University of Chicago. While in that city, he made 
his home in Hull House, presided over by Jane 
Addams. Next he is seen at Harvard, where he won 
a traveling scholarship that took him all over Eu- 
rope. He declined an offer of a professorship at 
Harvard to return home to the post of Deputy Min- 
ister of the Labor Department, which the Ottawa 
Government had recently created. 

We have been hearing from critics of the Roosevelt 
administration how successfully other countries were 
coping with the depression.

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A Profit-Sharing Plan 


St. Louis industrialist suggests use of Federal taxing power to encourage corporations 
to share profits with employes; he believes this will improve purchasing power, 
create better distribution of country’s wealth, induce happier relations between 
employers and employes and continue desirable features of NRA. 


Full text of plan of Harry Brookings Wallace, outlined in “Income and Economic 
Progress,’ by Harold G. Moulton, President, the Brookings Institution. 


E have arrived at a state of economic 
maladjustment as is evidenced by the 
following facts: 

Warehouses filled with foods, clothing and 
necessities of life. 

Capacity to produce much more. 

Destruction and curtailment of crops, 
cattle, hogs, etc., by the Government. 

Millions and millions of our people in 
need; enormous capacity to consume with- 
out the ability to buy—willing to work, but 
no jobs. 

Accumulated wealth and purchasing pow- 
er concentrated in the hands of a very 
small percentage of our population, whose 
capacity to consume is limited. 

Goverfiment paying out billions for relief 
and work relief. ' 

The outstanding feature of this condition 
is not so much the amount of accumulat- 
ed wealth as the lack of wealth or purchas- 
ing power upon the part of such a large 
percentage of our population. 

Therefore, instead of continuing, by in- 
creased taxes on accumulated wealth, to 
supply relief to. unemployed, we should con- 
centrate our thought on an economic plan 
that will assure a larger and wider dis- 
tribution of newly-created wealth through 
increased pay for human services as com- 
pared with the amount retained for owner- 
ship of natural resources, means of produc- 
tion and distribution. 
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We cannot ignore the fact that improved 
machinery, methods of mass _ production, 
etc., have greatly reduced the number of 
employes in practically every important in- 
dustry per unit of production. Capital 
ownership of such improved machinery, 
etc., is today being paid instead of former 
employes. 

Industries whose payrolls 30 years ago 
amounted to 40 per cent of their production 
find their payrolls today only 20 per cent 
of their production. 

Service jobs can and will help to furnish 
employment to those whom machinery has 
replaced, as soon as there is an increased 
purchasing power widely distributed. Ser- 
vice jobs for automobiles, radios, refrig- 
erators, air-conditioning, restaurants, 
amusements, etc. 

Greater and broader purchasing power 
must come either from relatively increased 
pay or profit-sharing, or combination of 
both. There is economic danger in  ad- 
vancing our labor cost basis too rapidly, 
but there is no danger in profit-sharing— 
only good, 

Along with these economic maladjust- 
ments, there has developed a class feeling 
between capital and labor which is bad 
from a social, humanitarian or economic 
point of view. 

Experience has demonstrated that no such 
class feeling exists in companies which have 
fairly shared their profits with all of their 
employes. A feeling of partnership has 
developed. An interest in the profits has 
greatly eliminated waste and inefficiency. 
Unfortunately, very few companies have 
shared their profits with all of their em- 
ployes, though many have paid large 
bonuses to the officials. Such action has not 
been pleasing to the remaining employes, 


who have been ignored. 

Il am of the opinion that a universal 
profit-sharing plan would serve the dou- 
ble purpose of effecting a wider distribu- 
tion of newly-created wealth by corpora- 
tions and greatly improve the relations be- 
tween capital and labor. 

Minimum wages and maximum hours 
have laid a necessary foundation for any 
profit-sharing plan. 

The decision of the Supreme Court rela- 
tive to the NRA has annulled the enforce- 
ment of minimum wages, maximum hours 
and the abolition of child employment. A 
plan to continue these features of the NRA 
is desirable. 

A universal profit-sharing plan, embrac- 
ing and including these features can be 
made effective as follows: 
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Increase the Federal income tax of cor- 
porations to 25 per cent. 

Make provisions that any corporation— 

First, that pays as extra compensation to 
all of its employes in proportion to their 
salaries or wages an amount equal to 10 
per cent of its profits, up to but not in ex- 
cess of 50 per cent of the salaries or wages 
paid; 

Second, that maintains minimum wages 
and maximum hours and child labor reg- 
ulations satisfactory to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, shall pay to the Federal Govern- 
ment a tax of 13% per cent, as at present. 

Such corporations to be exempted from 
the remaining 1% per cent. 

Corporations accepting the above pro- 
visions will receive a certificate authoriz- 
ing them to use the universal profit-shar- 
ing emblem. 

The Internal Revenue Department of the 
Treasury is in position to administer this 
plan without creating any new organiza- 
tion. 

The 10 per cent profit-sharing to em- 
ployes suggested above may or may not be 
adequate. Congress has the power to fix 
and change the amount, 

Higher corporation income taxes are in- 
evitable. Would it not be better for cor- 
porations to pay part of their profits to 
those who have helped create them than 
all of the amount taxed to the Govern- 
ment? 

A 10 per cent distribution of corporation 
profits would have been: 

For the year ending June, 1928 .$1,061.600.000 
For the year ending June, 1929. 1,165,300,000 
For the year ending June, 1930. 642,800,000 
For the year ending June, 1931. 368,300,000 
For the year ending June, 1932. 215,100,000 
For the year ending June, 1933. 286,495,400 

It is the principle of profit-sharing, for 
the purpose of effecting a broader and 
greater purchasing power: a wider distribu- 
tion of newly created wealth: better rela- 
tions between capital and labor: a continu- 
ation of minimum wages, maximum hours 
and child labor regulations: and the sug- 
gested means of accomplishing it univer- 
sally, that I submit for consideration.

the ace and ten. But in many other 
cases you will lose by leading the 
queen and gain by leading the low 
card.. The problem of which card 
to lead in such cases is enough 
to tax the ingenuity of a mathe- 
matician. It is, of course, impossi- 
ble to try to remember the dozens 
of various combinations in which 
you should choose between top or 
bottom lead. Life is too short, and, 
‘ personally, I detest trying to mem- 
orize anything. I much prefer to 
find some underlying principle and 
then recreate the situation. The 
principle exists here, also, and 
works pretty well. The key to the 
problem is: How strong is the card 
next to the two touching honors? 
If I hold queen, jack, 9, 2, I lead the 
queen; but with queen, jack, 8, 2, I 
lead the fourth best, in this case the 
deuce. In the first case, if my queen 
is captu-ed I still hold a tenace, 
_jack-nine, agains. declarer’s possible 
ten-small. With jack-eight, where 
I miss both the ten and the nine, I 
have no tenace. Hence the follow- 
ing simple rule applicable to leads 
against trump or no trump. 


When your three, four, or five 
ecard suit is headed by two touching 
honors, with a third card one step 
lower, lead the top. In other cases 
lead the fourth best. For instance, 
with king, queen, 10, 7, 2; jueen, 
jack, 9, 5; or jack, 10, 8, 7, 2, the 
proper lead is the top; but with 
king, queen, 9, 7, 2; queen, jack, 8, 
2, or jack, 10, 8, 7, 2, the fourth 
best is the lead, since the suit is 
not working on all cylinders and 
misses not only one but two beats. 


As usual, there are two or three 
annoying exceptions. Against trump 
bids, for instance, you lead tre king 
if the trick is important to save the 
game. Also, with six card or longer 
suits, you shut your eyes and lead 
the top. 


The play of an unnecessarily high 
ecard sometimes may deceive an op- 
ponent, for it is not natural to waste 
a high card when a lower. card 
would serve the same purpose. There 
are cases in which the defending 
side should use this means of de- 
ception, which is called false-card- 
ing, automatically.

HE Postoffice Department has 

announced that the Michigan 

Sentennial stamp will be released 
for first day sale Nov. 1. This 
stamp will commemorate the cen- 
tennial of the State of Michigan. It 
will be of the special delivery size 
ir, horizontal format. The stamp is 
to be surrounded by a double lined 
border and will be printed in light 
purple. 

The central subject of the stamp 
will be a large reproduction of the 
State of Michigan’s official seal 
draped at the side and base by the 
nation emblem and the Michigan 
State banner on the left and right 
sides respectively. The staffs of 
the flags will extend to the upper 
corners. In-a narrow panel with 
white edges and a dark background 
along the top edge of the stamp is 
to be the wording “1835 Michigan 
Centennial 1935” in white roman 
type. In each lower corner in 
Square panels with a dark  back- 
ground is the denomination “3c” 
in white lettering. In a horizontal 
panel in a dark background in the 
center of the lower edge are the 
words “U. S. Postage” in white let- 
ters. In the space between the low- 
er half of the central subject and 
the sides of the stamp is a forest 
and lake scene on the left, and on 
the right is a scene representing 
commerce and industry. 

The stamp will be placed on sale 
for first day cancelation at the 
Lansing, Mich., Postoffice Nov. 1, 
and at offices throughout the 
country within a few days after 
Nov. 1. To ob.ain first day covers 
send to the Postmaster not more 
than 10 self-addressed and sealed 
covers with a postal money order 
for the correct amount.
